In lean years when there 
are no profits for the stockholders, 
the pensioners on such de luxe so- 
cial security continue to draw their 
checks. In that case, they are paid 
either wholly or in part out of the 
assets of the company, meaning 
the capital of the stockholders. 
' Under the so-called group insur- 
ance system 
with its various 
'plans" all couched in 
a 
hocus- 
pocus absolutely baffling 
to 
the 
normal intelligence —and I do not 
mean the subnormal intelligence, 
either —the drain on the assets 
may be mitigated, but the com- 
pany will be stuck for a portion of 
.these rich pensions just the same. 
When the investor by luck does buy 
into a company which has not al- 
ready earmarked and committed a 
large portion of its future earnings 
and, in the-absence of earnings, its 
capital, he may yet be stuck for 
such pensions by vote of the bene- 
ficiaries themselves, that is to say, 
the directors, under the proxy sys- 
tem! The statements which go out 
with the proxies usually are mean- 
ingless to the stockholder 
unfa- 
miliar with corporation 
business. ' 


So even if he does what his 
in- 
stinct tells him to do when 
his 
nose knows something is rotten in 
the board room, refusing to give 
is proxy to anyone, he probably 
vill be stusk for the tab for the 
ensions,_ anyway. The boys will 
ustle up enough votes to put their 
ensions over and, o'nce that has 
etn done, the company has a con- 
ractual obligation to pay and pay 
nd pay. The stockholders can't re- 
oke these obligations. 
I have called attention to the re- 
emblance of this racket to 
the 
acket of the 
crooked unioneers 


vho have been voting -themselves 
reat salaries and allowances for 
fe either as presidents or presi- 
ents-emeritus. The cases are sim- 
lar and the similarity is no credit 
o the magnates of industry and 
omrrftrce who have been yelling 
ibout the beauties of free enter- 
irise and the perfidy of the union 
losses. But they are not identical. 
The investor can, after all, refuse 
o buy into a company with a priv- 
leged group of luxurious parasites 
in its pensions rolls, protected .by 
ontracts which give them 
first 
rack at the profits or assets. Or, 
f he is in the hooked, he can sell 
iut. But the union subject can't 
get out unless he is willing to aban- 
lon 
altogether 
and 
forever his 
ight to work at his regular occu- 
pation. In fact, he runs a risk of 
5eing thrown out of the union and 
even 
blacked from other unions, 


f he so much as heave to his feet 
in. meeting and object to the squan- 
dering or theft of union money for 
;he luxury and pleasure of his 
rulers. 
That is an important difference, 


but the stockholder will 
see 
no 
great privilege in his position, eith- 
er. He is just the sucker who gives 
the party. The dollar that he puts 
aside to buy his stock will be,
